OAMBLE— A most striking feature of the treaty 
Is the unprecedented generosity of the victors. We 
have oome a long way from Roman .triumphs and 
Rusilsn genocide. 

After World war I the allies took such etcesslvi 
repsraUona from Qermany that they proved a boom- 
rang. Tbey hurt the wUmers oi much as the losers. 
The allies got so much Oermon coal the Welsh nUnes 
■could-aot . 4elI-t h sl r -produot-and -for -ye an - miners 
suffered on depression doles. 

Chapter V, article 14 sUtes: It Is recognised that, 
although Japan should In principle pay reparation 
for the damage and suffering caused by It during 
the war, neverthleu Japan lacks the cspacltj. If It Is 
to maintain a viable economy, to make adequate 
reparation to the allied powers and at the same 
time meet Us other obllgiUons." 

In other words, Instead of crushing Japan and 
keeping her drained of economic strength, we are to 
take the creat gamble of forgiving her trespasses and 
leaving her the wberewltha] to grow into a strong, 
heslthy nation. 

Revived she ma; turn on us. Revived she may In 
grautude become out greatest friend. We are count- 
ing on the latter outcome.
